WASHINGTON (AP)—Neither rain 
nor snow nor anything else is supposed 
to keep the mail from getting through. 
But th at’s been a tall order this frigid 
winter. 
The Postal Service has been called 
upon to deliver mail through Arctic 
te m p eratu res, howling winds and 
blizzards this winter. And postal of­ 
ficials say the mail has gotten through 
in most areas, despite record low 
tem peratures and heavy snowfalls. 
But nature got the best of the Postal 
Service in western and northern New 
York 
State, 
where 
near 
blizzard 
conditions have prevailed this week, 
and in other scattered areas. 
Mail could not be delivered Satur­ 
day, Monday, and Tuesday in Buffalo, 
Watertown and Rochester, N.Y., and 
surrounding areas, 
Postal Service 
spokesman Bernard J. Roswig said. 
Some mail service was restored

in the

While the weather was bad, Roswig 
said it was not always weather alone 
that stopped mail deliveries in those 
areas.

Ex-Police Chief 
Under Indictment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A federal 
grand jury Wednesday indicated the 
former police chief of New Lexington 
on charges he violated the civil rights 
of two prisoneers by spraying them 
with the disabling chemical Mace. 
A spokesman in the U.S. attorney’s 
office said the grand jury, meeting in 
the U.S. District Court, accused Floyd 
A. Meadows of assaulting Robert 
Sanction on Aug. 31, 1975, and Paul W. 
Euman Jr. on Feb. 3, 1976. 
The incidents allegedly occurred in a 
room at the police station while the two 
prisoners were handcuffed. 
Meadows was accused in the in­ 
dictment of violating the constitutional 
rights of the prisoners by depriving 
them of liberty without due process of 
law. 
Conviction on each of the two counts 
carries a maxium peralty of one year 
in prison and a $1,000 fine.

reduce unemployment. 
In his first nationwide address since 
his 
inauguration 
two 
weeks ago, 
Carter, clad in beige cardigan sweater 
and seated before a fireplace in the 
White House library, evoked menories 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who made 
fireside chats over radio during the 
Depression and World War II. 
C arter’s low-key 
address mixed 
promises of action on the nation's most 
pressing problems 
with 
calls for 
sacrifice as the only path to longrange 
solutions. 
He appealed to 
Congress for 
cooperation and made clear his in­ 
tention to cultivate direct com ­ 
munication with the American people. 
And even as Congress labored over 
his econom ic 
proposals. 
C arter 
promised to send it by the end of the 
week his request for authority to 
reorganize executive departments and 
agencies of the government. 
Carter outlined his initial proposals 
aimed at solving immediate problems, 
from the natural gas shortage brought 
on by extreme winter weather to the 
problems of unemployment and a 
stagnant economy. 
But the strongest message Carter 
had for the American people was the 
need for personal sacrifice to solve 
national problems and sacrifice on the 
part of the government officials as well 
as the people. 
In addition to setting a tone for his 
administration that emphasized the 
need for sacrifice, Carter announced 
these specific moves: 
-He will reduce the number ot 
government regulations and “make 
sure that those that are written are in 
plain English.

Senate Rejects Bid 
To Kill Pay Hikes 
For Selves, Others 


WASHINGTON <AP( — Automatic 
pay raises of nearly $13,000 a year for 
members of Congress and other top 
government officials are a step closer 
to reality. 
The Senate voted 56 to 42 Wednesday 
to kill an amendment by Sen. Jam es B 
Allen, D-Ala., to block the increases, 
which would boost the lawmakers’ pay 
from $44,600 to $57,500. 
The hikes for Congress, federal 
judges, Cabinet members and other 
top 
governm ent 
officials 
were 
recommended by former President 
G erald Ford and suppprted 
by 
President Carter. They take effect 
automatically Feb. 20 unless the House 
or Senate intervenes. 
Allen told reporters the issues now 
appears to be settled. He said he would 
renew his efforts to block the increases 
only if at least five senators tell him 
they have shifted position and will vote 
no. This might happen if they felt 
“enough heat from back home,” he 
said. 
Despite the loss, Allen said at least 
he succeeded in forcing a roll call vote 
that put senators on record on the pay 
hike. 
The vote came on an amendment 
Allen offered to a Senate reorgani­ 
zation bill. The Senate tabled the 
amendment, effectively killing it.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincinnati 
Park Police, in an attem pt to conserve 
energy, caused a $6,000 fire in their 
headquarters by building a fire in an 
ornamental fireplace.

President Carter the first piece of 
legislation he has approved since his 
inauguration. 
C a rter's chief energy assistan t, 
Jam es R Schlesinger, said the ad­ 
ministration is issuing orders today 
“to git the gas moving ... Gas pipeline 
executives will tx- available . . . to tell 
us where the gas is and how to move 
it.” 


Generally, the gas is likely to be 
moved from west to east, where 
shortages are more severe and the 
winter more fierce. But that could 
change with the weather. And there 
can be no instant relief. Natural gas 
moves only about 15 miles an hour in 
pipelines. 
By executive order, Carter put 
Chairman Richard L. Dun jam of the 


Federal Power Commission, which 
regulates the natural gas industry, in 
charge of transferring the gas. Carter 
ordered Dunham to consult with the 
Interior D epartm ent and Federal 
Energy Administration. 
As he signed the

Natures Gas Ait late Wednesday, the 
President said he had been told by 
California Gov.

Congress Split On Tax Rebates 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President 
Carter’s $50-per-person tax 
rebate 
plan is getting a cold reception in 
Congress as a government report 
indicates the severe winter weather 
will cost each household $139 in added 
fuel costs. 
“ Heating bills will consume all of the 
tax rebate," Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
warned Charles Schultze, chairman of 
the president’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, at a hearing of the Joint 
Economic Committee on Wednesday. 
Humphrey released a Library of 
Congress study that estimated the 
extra fuel costs this winter will total 
$8.4 billion, or an average of $139 per 
household. The study also projected a 
possible wage loss of 
$1.6 
billion 
because of plant shutdowns. 
“ lf that’s anywhere near right, it is 
an awfull blow to the economy,” 
Humphrey said. 
Schultze said a special admini­ 
stration task force was trying to assess 


the economic damage caused by the 
weather. 
He conceded that the administration 
may have to increase the rebates or 
boost the tw o-year, $31.2 billion 
economic stimulus program in some 
other way to offset the weather’s ef­ 
fects. 


But Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal told the House Banking 
Committee on Wednesday he saw no 
need to increase the package. While 
the w eather “ clearly m akes the 
situation worse,” the economy has 
performed “ better than expected” in 
recent months, he said. 


Blumenthal said he expects the 
Federal Reserve Board will cooperate 
in its money and interest rate policies 
with the Carter plan. 
Board Chairman Arthur Burns was 
expected to make his first public 
comment on the program today before 
the House Banking Committee.

Tax Erodes Gains 


An American family whose 
income has increased over the 
last several years by cost-of- 
living adjustments designed to 
offset inflation might feel it is 
keeping abreast of rising 
costs. 
But for 
many, that 
feeling is an 
illusion. 
The 
reason is the progressive 
income tax and the higher tax 
brackets that fam ily now 
faces. 
The Advisory Commission 
on 
I n t e r g o v e r n m e n t a l 
Relations has taken a look at 
the situation and describers by 
example how 
it 
works. 
A 
family of four with a 1975 
income of $10,(KH) could receive 


raises amounting to 22.5 per 
cent over a three-year period 
enough to keep abreast of 
inflation 
but it will 
be 
socked with a 58.7 per cent tax 
increase. 
That same family over six 
years might be fortunate to 
increase its income by 40.3 per 
cent 
again just enough to 
keep even with inflation. But 
its tax bill will go up 102 per 
cent. 
What 
to 
do 
about 
this 
obvious 
inequity? 
Congress 
has been made aware of this 
situation numerous times in 
recent years, but so far has 
been 
reluctant to act. 
A 


number of other nations have 
taken the effect of inflation on 
tax 
rates 
into 
account, 
including Canada, France and 
the Netherlands 
The commission would like 
to see some of the deductible 
items 
such 
as 
personal 
exemptions, 
the 
standard 
deduction and tax credits, rise 
in step with the Consumer 
Price Index. That would help 
reduce the illusion that more 
but less valuable dollars is the 
way to circumvent inflation. 
Reducing inflation’s erosion at 
the outset is a better way. 


Only Your Doctor Knows

NEW YORK - The? cost of health 
care 
is absurd and 
rising at 
a 
disastrous 
rate. 
Ironically, 
the 
average American who foots the bills - 
is only vaguely aware of it. 
A l/)uis Harris poll finds that the 
average family of four thinks it pays 
about $1,000 a year for medical care. In 
reality, that average family (through 
direct payments, insurance, and taxes 
that go for Medicare and Medicaid) 
pays about $2,500 a year. 
Why are we ignorant on the subject? 
Because we rarely see our bills, 
which (typically) are handled by in­ 
surance plans; even more important, 
we look on doctors and hospitals as 
saviors, rather than money-chargers. 
There is a halo around doctors that 
insulates them from the pragmatic, 
day-to-day world the rest of us are 
grubbing in. 
As president of Group Health, Inc., a 
nonprofit health corporation with 1.5 
million subscribers, Dr. George 
Melcher warned five years ago that 
only "two-fisted bottom-line business 
practices” by corporations and labor 
unions w ill force doctors and hospitals 
to back down. last month in The 
National Observer, William Dilley III, 
acting director of the Council on Wage 
and Price Stability, echoed Melcher’s 
opinion, saying that Americans are 
paying through the nose for health 
care because "the normal market 
mechanisms don’t apply” to it. 
" If you’re going to buy a car,” Dilley 
said, "you shop around for a car, you 
check out the prices of different 
dealers, different makes and models, 
and you make your choice and you pay 
for it directly. You know just what ifs 
costing you and what you’re getting for 
your money. Hut if you’re sick, ifs the 
doctor who tells you how to get better. 
I Ie decides the level of the services, the 
cost of the services, the place where 
they are provided. And the way the 
patient pays for the service detaches 
the consumer from a direct interest in 
the cost because more than two-thirds 
of all personal health care charges are 
paid by third parties.” 
"Here’s a little of what’s been 
happening,” Dr. Melcher said. "In our 
big cities, practicing radiologists and 
pathologists often earn more than 
$300,000 a year - for doing work that 
could and should be done at minuscule 
cost. 
"At one New York laboratory, a 
simple blood sugar test costs $8 Yet at 
another lab, 25 blood tests can be had 
for $5. Ironically, the more expensive 
lab does a whopping business because 
patients 
think 
if 
a 
test 
is 
too 
reasonable, it might not be good.” 
And they want the best, of course, 
since a "third party” is paying. Dilley 
calls this "our Cadillac psychology,” a 
human-natural reaction to someone 
else’s picking up the tab. 
How can businessmen and unions 


change the picture? Doc Melcher 
suggested they could look closely at 
what they are paying out in health 
benefits ("medical practices cannot 
survive 
searching 
economic 
analysis” ) and take steps. "Analysis 
will show why health is today the 
biggest business in America - 70 to 80 
billion dollars in fees and services 
annually. They will find an inordinate 
number 
of 
surgeries; 
surgeons 
sometimes are economically en­ 
thusiastic. They will find discrepan­ 
cies in surgery-at one 
Manhattan 
hospital, the stay following a cataract 
operation is five days; at another 
hospital, the post operative for 
cataract 
surgery 
is 
13 
days. 
Businessmen and union leaders should 
ask why .'. . 
"Our company, for example,” says 
Melcher, "noted that one of our client 
finns had an amazing number of 
fractures over a period of five months. 
We went to the doctors involved and 
asked why. We also asked for X-rays. 
We found that about 75 per cent of the 
‘fractures’ were nothing more than 
bruises or sprains. But because the 
company paid for basic surgery - and 
not home and office visits - the sprain 
became 
a 
fracture, 
so that 
the 
patient’s company could pay, and the 
doctor could get his fee.” 
Dilley noted several cases where 
unions and corporations were catching 
on to enormous and unnecessary costs, 
and taking action. ‘‘The United 
Federation of Teachers rn New York 
now requires patients for whom 
.surgery has been prescribed to get a 
second opinion, in order to qualify for 
Health insurance under the 
union 
program. That requirement has 
reduced hysterectomies, for example, 
44 per cent. Other types of surgery 
have been sharply reduced also.” 
Some companies have followed Dr. 
Melcher’s advice and become active 
on hospital boards, concentrating on 
efficiency of operation . . . "Many 
hospital fees are redundant - I ’m 
referring to duplicate tests performed 
by hospitals, often just hours after a 
physician has made the same tests.” 
Expectedly, the American Medical 
Association has formally opposed the 
few union-corporate attempts to crack 
down on doctors’ standard medical 
procedures. The AMA particularly 
opposes the "second opinion” idea. 
Says Dilley; " It ’s a tough kind of 
discipline, if you’re a doctor, to have 
your decision second-guessed. 
But 
these are the kinds of checks and 
balances that the rest of society has 
always accepted as perfectly normal.” 
In December, Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield 
announced that 
its 
health 
premiums in the Washington, D.C., 
area will go up between 33 and 90 Der 
cent in 1977. Other metropolitan areas 
needn’t bother holding their breath. 
Medical care has already risen twice 
as fast as the general cost of living. 
They'll Do It Every Time 


hospital care has shot up three times 
as fast, and both are still rising. 
The only way to stop it, apparently, 
is to apply "standard business prac­ 
tices” to ‘‘standard medical practice” 
- and see if corporate-union muscle can 
prove mightier than the scalpel. 
Snowmobile

Speaking Of Your Health

Please discuss Crohn’s disease. 
What is it, what causes it, and can it be 
cured? 
Mrs. M. J. H., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
Crohn’s disease, or ileitis, is an in­ 
flammatory disease which affects the 
lower part of the small intestine. It is 
named after the physician who first 
described it. 
The condition came into prominence 
when President Eisenhower was 
stricken with it. 
The exact cause is unknown. What is 
unusual about this gastro-intestinal 
disorder is its resemblance to many 
other intestinal conditions. Chronic 
ulcerative colitis is one of them. 
Crohn’s disease takes different 
forms. It takes astute judgment to 
differentiate it from other abdominal 
diseases. 
The diagnosis is usually made by X- 
ray examination of the lower bowel. 
Sometimes a single attack treated 
actively, with antibiotics and cor­ 
tisone, may be the last attack. In other 
instances, recurrences are possible. 
Only when there is a severe com­ 
plication, such as intestinal ob-

NEW YORK (A P) — A partial 
solution to the 
U.S. 
natural 
gas 
shortage 
might 
lie 
in 
the 
Ural 
Mountains and in the Yakutsk area of 
Siberia. 
The possibility of using this gas in 
the United States isn’t fantasy. 
Negotiations which began in 1971 have 
been hesitant since then, although 
work continues on the Siberian project, 
whose fuel would go to the U.S. West 
Coast. 
The Ural Mountain project, whose 
fuel would be shipped from Murmansk 
to supply the East Coast areas of the 
United States, has been stalled by mu­ 
tual fears and some indecisiveness by 
this country. 
“ It 
would take an 
important 
initiative from the new administration 
before Russia will look at it again,” 
said Harold Scott, former assistant 
secretary of commerce 
and 
now 
president of the U.S.-U.S.S.R. Trade 
Council. 
"If President Carter’s group is going 
to talk to the Soviets this ought to be on 
the shopping list,” he said. 
The council, made up of the chief 
executives of the 
very 
largest 
American companies and their Soviet 
counterparts, is designed to explore 
and facilitate trade between the two 
nations. 
Traditionally, the 
U.S. 
Treasury secretary and the Soviet 
foreign trade minister are honorary 
directors. 
The subject of reopening discussions 
on the natural gas projects was in­ 
formally discussed by council mem­ 
bers at their latest meeting in Moscow 
last December, although no formal 
initiatives were made by either side. 
But in Scott’s view, the possibilities 
are so enormous as to almost demand 
further discussion, if only to bring the 
pros and cons before the American 
people. 
The Ural Mountain project, called 
North Star, could 
if completed 
maintain a supply equal to the entire 
industrial needs of New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania throughout 
this century and beyond 
The Yakutsk project, in combination 
with Japan, which is financing it, 
would provide gas to be liquefied and 
shipped, perhaps from Vladivostock, 
to Japan and U.S. West Coast ports. 
Scott is anxious that his interest not 
necessarily be construed as advocacy. 
" I am very cautious,” he said. "It is 
very important to both countries to be 
cautious. But why not sit down and 
look carefully at it?” 
If we had completed negotiations in 
1971, when the Soviets very much 
wanted the United States to develop 
the sites, to be paid for by the gas that 
flowed from the wells, that source of 
energy would now be available. 
The initial proposal was that the 


Americans would put in the facilities, 
perhaps at a cost of about $5 billion. 
Tile development would have taken 
three to five years to build, and about 
five years to pay for itself in gas. 
Thereafter, the Soviets would sell 
the fuel under 25-year contracts at the 
same FOB price as it paid for Algerian 
gas, currently $1.42 per thousand cubic 
feet. They would also agree to spend in 
the United States the $1.5 billion a year 
so earned. 


At that time the Soviets were 
desperate for a trade relationship and 
perhaps were more willing to sell a 
vital natural resource than they might 
now be. Some Soviets say it might be 
more profitable to upgrade the gas into 
petrochemicals, plastics and fer­ 
tilizers. 


However, the Soviets have a $1 
billion trade deficit with the United 
States and are thus thought by some 
authorities to be unwilling to give up 
the possibility of obtaining U.S. capi­ 
tal. 


The United States backed off from 
the agreement several times, leading 
some of those involved to comment, 
said Scott, that "it will take a cold 
winter in the United States to get the 
deal under way.” 


It might take even more than that. 
The Soviets in the meantime have 
developed a pipeline capacity into 
Western Europe, relieving some of the 
trade pressure they felt in 1971. 
Some authorities on the subject also 
believe the Soviets are wary of com­ 
mitting themselves to a long-term 
supply project that conceivably would 
be strained if the United States found a 
nearby supply of natural gas.

A family home provides shelter in 
more ways than one. It protects us not 
only from the elements but also from 
the tax collector. It's almost a rule of 
thumb that when you buy a home of 
your own you give up the standard 
deduction; the deductions brought by 
the house usually make itemizing so 
much more profitable 


While it’s true that the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976 tightened up on some of the 
tax benefits of home ownership — 
notably deduction of the cost of 
maintaining an office in the home — 
there are still plenty of goodies left.

Regarding the squeeze on offices-in- 
the-home, Congress merely put the 
official stamp on a policy toward 
which Internal Revenue Service and 
the courts have been moving for 
several years. As the law stands now, 
for an employee to get an office-in-the- 
home deduction, the space used for 
that purpose must be used for no other, 
and the maintenance of a workroom at 
home must be solely for the em­ 
ployer’s convenience, not the tax­ 
payer’s. 
In the opinion of many tax experts, 
for employees this deduction is vir­ 
tually eliminated.

still very much alive, although in 
determining what portion of household 
maintenance and depreciation costs 
can be attributed to the business, you’ll 
have to be more discriminatory. A 
room used part of the time for personal 
purposes now must be excluded. 
Use of a separate structure on your 
property 
will 
make 
it 
easier to 
establish that the space is reserved 
strictly for business. 
However, when it comes to the 
storage of inventory, the space may be 
used for non-business purposes part of 
the tim e, with the costs of maintaining 
it pro-rated between business and non­ 
business usage. That applies only if the 
home is the sole fixed location for the 
business. 
Business use of the home aside, what 
other 
benefits does the structure 
provide?, One is that capital ex­ 
penditures for medical purposes, such 
as an air conditioning system for an 
asthmatic, or an elevator for a cardiac 
patient may be deductible as a medical 
expense. Any value the improvement 
may add to your house, though, must 
be excluded from this deduction. 
If you 
changed 
your place of 
residence in 1976 because of a change 
in your place of employment, you may 
he allowed to deduct many of the costs 
connected with the move: not only the 
moving van. but up to a thousand 
dollars of pre-move househunting and 
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temporary living expenses and as 
much as $2,500 for certain costs in­ 
curred in selling the old place and 
buying or renting the new one. Also, 
the move must have been at least fifty 
miles. 
If you are the fortunate owner of a 
second home — a vacation cottage 
which you rent out part of the time, 
let’s say — there are new rules here, 
loo. and they apply to 1976 tax returns. 
You can now deduct expenses con­ 
nected with the rental only to the ex­ 
tent that gross rental income exceeds 
the deductions you would be able to 
take even if the house weren’t rented. 
For example, if your rental income 
is $500. your taxes and interest costs 
are $300. and other expenses such as 
heating, 
m aintenance, 
and 
depreciation are $1,000, you are 
allowed to deduct only the $300 of in­ 
terest and taxes plus $200 of the other 
expenses. 
The only way to deduct all the ex­ 
penses is by using the house yourself 
no more than 14 days during the year 
or ten per cent of the time it is rented 
out. whichever is greater. That makes 
it an ordinary business investment, 
qualifying 
for the usual 
business 
deductions. 
A warning here, though: the cottage 
must earn a profit at least two years 
out of every five or IRS may decide it’s 
a hobby rather than a true investment.

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Auto Toll 
Stays Low 
In 1976 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
More than 
40,000 people died in traffic accidents 
last year, but America's highways 
were safer in 1976 than at any time in 
history, the Transportation 
De­ 
partment says 
The department said the national 55 
mile-per-hour speed limit greatly 
contributed to a decline in the highway 
death rate. 
"We are encouraged by the con­ 
tinued trend of safer driving on the 
nation's highways, even though the 
, number of drivers and vehicles on the 
road and the number of miles driven 
last year all 
showed 
increases,” 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Brock 
Adams said in a report released 
Tuesday. 
More drivers and vehicles normally 
mean a higher death rate, he said, but 
the 1976 death toll virtually matched 
that of 1975 
Preliminary figures gathered by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration show 44,807 traffic 
fatalities in the 50 states and District of 
(Columbia in 1976. That’s just 25 more 
than the 44,782 registered in 1975. 
Adams said the number of deaths 
per IOO million miles of travel was 3.3 
last year, the lowest in history. The 
rate was 3.7 in 1975. 
He said this figure has declined 
steadily since the 55 m p h. speed limit 
went into effect in 1973 to conserve 
fuel. That year 53,981 Americans died 
in traffic accidents.

Due to the weather again, and the 
gas shortage, church services were 
canceled and no extra meetings or 
gatherings will be held for awhile. No 
one had company last weekend or went 
visiting. Perhaps this is the kind of 
weather our parents and grandparents 
used to talk about, although now the 
older folks shake their heads and say 
“ I never saw weather like this.” We 
have heard and read that according to 
statistics this has been the worst 
winter in IOO years because of the 
extreme cold and snow. Who can 
swear to that? 


Even when I was a kid and that was 
far from 
IOO 
years 
ago, 
I 
can 
remember having snow on the ground 
most of the winter months. It was no 
great problem, no one had to go to 
Circleville or any place else for 
groceries. There was meat in the 
smoke house, bushels of potatoes and 
apples and canned goods in the cellar, 
that was before basement, became the 
accepted word. 
What we didn’t have we could 
usually get at the local stores, Dumms, 
I>ew McClellands, Mettlers or Simon 
Whites (there were 2 Hardwares) and 
a well stocked drugstore had most 
every medicine you could want, we 
had a dentist and two very good doc­ 
tors — Dr. Hemminger and Dr. Barton 
only I mile away in Adelphi. We didn’t 
own an ice box, we didn’t need one. We 
could keep food in large containers 
with tight lids in a cupboard on the 
back porch. I can recall seeing large 
bowls of mince meat my mother had 
made which were frozen solid and it 
stayed frozen until it was used up. The 
same with meats. 
We really didn’t know how cold it 
was, no one had a thermometer. There 
was a big one up on White Hardware 
and who ever passed it would glance at 
it. If it stayed cold for awhile no one 
panicked (like we have the past two 
weeks), no one heated with gas. They 
might have gas lights, we did, but they 
had coal and wood to heat with, so let it 
snow. 
Our family joined forces in the fall to 
stack one side of the woodshed with 
piles of wood, as Dad cut it. The other 
side of the shed was a coal bin. It was 
always my job to keep the woodbox 
and coal buckets full rn the house and 
the reservoir on the big kitchen stove, 
Range Eternal was the best, full of 
water which was always hot for dish 
washing. Many winter nights it was so 
cold my Dad would sleep down in a big 
chair by the stove in order to keep the 
fires going throughout the night. We all 
slept upstairs where the windows were 
always covered with a thick coating of 
ice. At times a flat iron or a brick 
would be made hot and wrapped in 
cloth and put in the bed to keep your 
feet warm. If I took a tin of water in 
case I wanted a drink, what was left in 
the morning was frozen. 
Very few people had indoor plumb­ 
ing so there was no worry about 
frozen pipes. Having no indoor 
plumbing meant several trips to a little 
building on the back of the lot and let 
me tell you, those trips were as brief as 
possible and it wasn’t the pipes you 
worried about freezing —. Some people 
covered the seat in the little house with 
old pieces of carpet which did help. 
The only way school would have 
been canceled was for the schoolhouse 
to burn down, and it never did. Our 
school was heated by a coal furnace 
and the thermometer was checked 
every half hour by our conscientious

janitor. E a rl Flaningan. Country 
schools had a coal stove in the center of 
the room. For two years my sister 
taught 
the 
one 
room 
school 
on 
Thompson Ridge. The building stood 
where Esther Brown’s house now 
stands. There was little travel on the 
mud road and she walked two and a 
half miles each way, wearing heavy 
clothing and gum boots in winter and 
carried a leather satchel which held 
kindling which had been soaked in 
kerosene so she could build the fire 
when she got there. Teachers were 
expected to earn their money even 
then, and she got the big sum of $60 a 
month. 
Well, it is getting a little cool sitting 
here typing with the thermostat turned 
down to 60, so unlike the good old 
nights, I guess I will turn on the 
electric blanket and go to bed to get 
warm. 


January 
Coldest Ever 
For Buckeyes

January 
was a month of cold 
statistics in Ohio—very cold statistics. 
What the numbers say is that Ohio 
has just weathered the coldest month 
since the National Weather Service 
records began a century ago. 
The average temperature for the 
first 31 days of 1977 ranged from 9.6 
degrees in Toledo to 12 degrees in 
Cincinnati, surpassing the previous 
coldest month—January of 1918— by 
about 3.5 degrees. 
W hile 
the 
northern 
counties 
recorded the lowest average tem­ 
peratures, the coldest individual 
readings were recorded in the south. 
Cincinnati’s reading of 25 below Jan. 18 
and Dayton’s minus 21 the previous 
day were the coldest temperatures 
ever for the two cities and were the 
lowest the mercury fell officially in 
Ohio during January. 
One aspect of the weather which 
generally failed to set new standards 
was snow. In spite of a statewide cover 
averaging ll inches at the end of 
January, Ohio is well below normal 
precipitation amounts for the year. 
Even Cincinnati, which did have a 
record amount of snow, is 1.44 inches 
below normal. But all 1.9 inches of 
liquid Cincinnati got fell in the form of 
snow—eight inches in a 24-hour period 
Jan. 9 and IO and a total of 30.3 inches 
for January. The only time Cincinnati 
approached that much snow in one 
month was 21.4 niches in February 
1914. 
The unpleasantness of the cold 
weather has been heightened by its 
endurance. 
It has been more than one month 
since all of Ohio has had temperatures 
above freezing. Only Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Dayton and Akron-Canton 
recorded 32 or above in January—each 
in only one day. Akron-Canton’s jump 
above freezing lasted one hour. 
The entire state spent 50 to 70 hours 
with temperatures below zero from 
Jan. 16 through Jan. 18—the longest 
stretch of subzero weather Ohio has 
known. 
One final record still is in the 
making. The average temperature 
since October has been around 30, the 
weather service said. Unless this 
month brings an extended period of 
record highs, the coldest winter in Ohio 
history will go into the books.

;x»pulation of Ohio prisons to 13,800 by 
July 1978. 
If that projection is borne out, it 
would mark a leveling off of a trend 
that began in 1974 Between that year 
and last August, the net

A laskan Pipeline 
For G as Progresses 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A Federal 
Power 
Commission 
judge 
has 
recommended that Alaska’s natural 
gas reserves be transported through 
an $8 5 billion, 4,175-mile pipeline that 
splits the gas between the West Coast 
and the upper Midwest. 
Such a pipeline would make the gas 
available to energystarved consumers 
sooner, with less environm ental 
damage and at less cost than other 
transport plans, Judge Nahum U U 
said Tuesday. 
His decision meant that Round One 
in the battle for Alaskan gas and the 
right to ship it goes to Alaskan Arctic 
Gas Pipeline Co., a consortium of 16 
American and Canadian companies. 
Congress 
last 
year 
enacted 
legislation requiring the full FPC to 
recommend a pipeline route by May I. 
Then the Carter administration has to 
make its decision by December I. 
Congress retains a veto power over the 
administration’s decision. 
There are presently two competing 
plans. One, proposed by E l Paso 
Alaska Co., would build a relatively 
short pipeline from the gas fields at 
Prudhoe Bay to the Pacific Coast. 


Tankers would then take the gas to 
California, where it would enter the 
domestic pipelines. 
The second proposal is also a two­ 
pronged, overland pipeline with ter­ 
minals in California and the upper 
Midwest. But it takes a more cir­ 
cuitous route south, in an effort to 
bypass the Arctic National Wildlife 
Range and avoid damage to the envi­ 
ronment. Iitt criticized it for inef­ 
ficiency of design and said its benefits 
to the environment were insignificant. 
The 
political 
infighting 
that 
prevented Congress from making a 
firm decision on a pipeline route is 
expected to continue, with various 
pressure groups fighting to see that 
their interests are served, either by 
winning the franchise to build the 
pipeline or by directing the gas to their 
constituents. 
The Prudhoe Bay gas fields are 
believed to hold 22 trillion cubic feet, or 
about IO per cent of the nation’s 
reserves. 
The pipeline will be of no immediate 
help in solving the natural gas short­ 
age, since it could not be completed 
before the early 1980s. 
1977 Crop O utlook 
Dim m ed By W eather 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Severe cold 
and other weather problems in the 
world’s major grain belts are raising 
questions about this year’s crop 
prospects, despite a massive buildup 
of global grain reserves as a result of 
the 1976 farm harvests. 


The cold weather now gripping the 
United States, along with parched soils 
in much of the nation’s most important 
grain areas, have “ caused concern 
with regard to U.S. winter wheat and 
(forthcoming) spring planted crops,” 
the Agriculture Department said 
Tuesday.

in winter grain areas of the Soviet 
Union, where a record harvest was 
reported in 1976, the department’s 
Foregin Agricultural Service said. 
In other areas, including India and 
parts of Western Europe, crops also 
have been affected by adverse weather 
this season, the report said. 
But the record 1976 harvests have 
had a major impact on world grain 
reserves which by next July I are 
expected to total a six-year high of 
167.8 million metric tons. That is a 51 
per cent jump from the stockpile of 
111.1 million tons last summer. 
A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
World production of wheat and other 
grains, not counting rice, in 1976-77 
was a record 1,093.7 million tons, up 
from 982.5 million last year. 
“ Despite the developing stock 
buildup, 
world 
grain 
prices have 
strengthened somewhat in recent 
weeks, ” the report said. “ This ap­ 
pears to be due in part to concern in 
some areas over crop prospects for 
1977, and in part to a tendency among 
producers in some exporting countries 
to hold their grain.” 
In another report Tuesday, USDA 
said the massive cold wave has put 
further stress on crops and livestock, 
including winter wheat, fruit and vege­ 
tables in many areas. 
“ Most fall-sown grains deteriorated 
from the extreme cold and dry con­ 
ditions,’’ the report said.

Plans Drawn 
For School 
Closings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Alternate 
education plans were being drawn up 
Tuesday for more than 100,000 public 
and parochial school students whose 
school buildings close for a month Feb. 
7 because of the natural gas shortage. 
Gasses will be held Thursday and 
Friday for 96,000 Columbus public 
school students before buildings close 
until March 7. 
Public school Supt. John Ellis said 
during the shutdown the district will 
broadcast lessons daily and try to 
provide at least one half-day of classes 
each week for all students in buildings 
which are not heated by natural gas. 
At a meeting Monday with all city 
school 
principals 
and 
teacher 
representatives, Ellis and other ad­ 
ministrators outlined plans for the 
February shutdown. 
“ We have to close schools, there is 
no question about that,” Ellis said. 
“ The gas is just not there.” 
Earlier, the school district had tried 
to obtain gas from several smaller 
suppliers to 
stay 
open, 
but 
the 
arrangement fell through. 
All school employes will be kept on 
the payroll during the shutdown, and 
will be expected to be available for 
assignments as needed, the superin­ 
tendent said. 
The school district is supplied by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, which Monday 
ordered 
all 
customers 
except 
residential and “ human needs” to 
reduce usage to maintenance level. 
The Roman Catholic Diocese of 
Columbus also announced Tuesday 
that school buildings for its 13,725 
students will be closed Feb. 7 through 
March 7 also. Diocesan school officials 
were working on alternate education 
plans Tuesday.

Secret Service Agents 
Trail, Wait O n VIPs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While Amy 
Carter tends to her studies in a fourth- 
grade classroom in Washington, 
Secret Service agents wait outside, 
trying to be inconspicuous. As Susan 
Ford scurries to 
classes at 
the 
University of Kansas, Secret Service 
agents trail her. 
They are just two of the increasing 
number of individuals Congress has 
ordered the Secret Service to protect. 
Amy, 
9-year-old 
daughter 
of 
President Carter, gets protection due 
the immediate family of the president. 
Susan, 
19, 
daughter 
of 
former 
President Gerald Ford, gets protection 
for up to six months because of a 
special law passed by Congress this 
year. 
For fiscal 1977, the Secret Service 
estimated it needs 3,667 employes, 
1,529 of them special agents, and a 
budget of $110 million. 
That’s the outlay for all the agency’s 
work: suppressing counterfeiting, 
investigating 
check 
and 
bond 
forgeries, protecting individuals, 
buildings 
and 
grounds 
and 
safeguarding government securities. 
All the activities are on the upswing. 
Currently, the Secret Service 
protects two 
dozen or 
more 
in­ 
dividuals. The number varies. It in­ 
cludes certain U.S. officials and their 
immediate families, visiting heads of 
state and, “ at the direction of the 
President,” other foreign visitors and 
official U.S. representatives on special 
missions abroad. 
In a presidential election year it 
mcludes major national candidates 


unless protection is declined. It in­ 
cludes wives of such candidates for 60 
days before the general election. 
The Secret Service doesn’t want to 
tip its hand as to who is getting 
protection or when, 
where and 
especially how a subject is guarded. 
However, the law is specific in some 
instances. 
In addition to the Carters, agents 
guard 
Ford 
and 
his 
wife; 
Vice 
President Walter Mondale and family; 
former President Richard Nixon and 
his wife; Bess Truman, Mamie 
Eisenhower and I-ady Bird Johnson, 
widows of presidents. The secretary of 
the treasury, whose department runs 
the Secret Service, receives limited 
protection. 
Under the new law, protection was 
authorized up to six months for Susan 
Ford, former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, former Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller and his family, and 
former Treasury Secretary William 
Simon. All were guarded during Ford’s 
presidency. 
In ordering protection under the 1977 
law. President Carter did not include 
Simon. He did this on advice of the 
staff and with Simon’s agreement, an 
aide said.

Cattlem en 
Cut Back 
O n Herds 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Fed up with 
sagging market prices caused by a 
record glut of beef, cattlemen have 
trimmed their herds the sharpest in 28 
years, according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
As of Jan. I, the department’s Crop 
Reporting Board said Wednesday, the 
U.S. cattle inventory was 122.9 million 
head, down 4 per cent from about 128 
million a year ago. 
“This is the sharpest percentage 
decline since 1948 and represents the 
second 
consecutive 
year 
of 
herd 
reduction in the current cattle cycle,” 
the report said. 
The inventory, including dairy as 
well as beef cattle, grew steadily since 
Jan. I, 1967, when the count was 108.8 
million head. A record of 131.8 million 
cattle was reached two years ago. By 
then producers were in trouble, par­ 
ticularly feedlot operators and farm­ 
ers who had depended on relatively 
cheap grain to fatten their stock. 
Prices of com and other grain began 
rising 
steadily 
in 
1972 as 
export 
demands took much of what previously 
had been available to cattle and other 
livestock. 
The other way for producers to cut 
their losses was to send record num­ 
bers of cattle, including calves and 
fem ales 
from 
breeding 
herds, 
to 
slaughter. 
That produced record beef supplies 
for consumers and, compared with 
earlier record retail prices, has meant 
relative bargains at 
supermarkets 
since last summer. 
'Hie cutbacks have helped improve 
cattle prices somewhat, but there are 
now more hogs and poultry to compete 
with beef, and USHA experts say it will 
be 
m onths 
before 
m any 
cattle 
producers are able to operate in the 
black.

Schools in F'ranklin County closed last 
Nov. 3 through Jan. 3 following the 
second defeat of a levy renewal. 
Groveport-Madison Superintendent 
Phil 
Williams 
reports 
the 
unem­ 
ployment compensation benefits paid 
to employees idled by the closedown 
will cost the district over $176,000. 
Teachers will make up the tim e lost 
during the closing when the school 
year finishes 33 days 
later than 
originally planned 
Certain other employees, some of 
those on twelve-month contracts, will 
not be able to make up the time lost 
during the school closing by working 
longer into the summer. Their only 
m eans of earning lost money would be 
through overtime, which is likely, and 
is of course more costly to the schools. 
The school district paid $57,711 in 
utility bills to m aintain 
unused 
buildings; $29,735 in salaries to the 26 
staff members retained during the 
shutdown and over $2,000 to keep buses 
running for the Eastland Vocational 
and non-public schools, the article 
reports. 
The article reports that som e 
residents were directly affected by 
extra costs of the school closing. 
“Some parents were paying more for 
child care than they would have paid in 
taxes had the levy passed,” Williams 
said, referring to working parents 
whose children were too young to stay 
home alone.

House M inority Leader Charles 
F Furless, R-83 Perrysburg, said the 
legislation should also take into ac­ 
count what he said was the near cer­ 
tainty of flooding, with the spring 
thaw. 
“ We are certainly going to be faced 
with some very serious flooding,” 
Fur fess said. “ Wily should we sit here 
six or eight weeks from now facing a 
similar situation . ..” The amendment 
was defeated 50-41, a bare majority in 
the 99-member House. 
Teachers and other school per­ 
sonnel would be paid regular salaries 
when schools close on “ crisis days,” 
rather than collect 
unemployment 
compensation.

Columbia Gas in the Circleville area, 
said if a serviceman notices an or­ 
namental gas light burning while he is 
making his normal rounds he will stop 
al the house and offer to turn it off. 
Hanford said an average gas light 
burns 1,500 cubic feet of gas a month or 
18,000 cubic feet per year. “ This means 
enough gas to heat a home for a year 
could be conserved if nine or ten lights 
were turned off.” 
He pointed out that on the average it 
costs $3 or more a month to operate a 
gas light. 
Columbia Gas has been urging its 
customers to voluntarily turn off gas 
lights for several years. In the past if a 
customer requested, a serviceman 
would stop at the residence and shut 
the light off. 
“ We’re trying to make it convenient 
for people by having our serviceman 
stop to turn off the light if the customer 
wishes,” he said. 
The company is also urging all 
residential customers to take other 
steps to cut their use of natural gas to a 
minimum. Other suggestions include 
lowering thermostats, limiting use of 
gas grills and gas log fireplaces, and 
lowering the temperature on water 
heaters during the remainder of the 
winter season.

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Federal Pay Raises 
Said ‘Terrific Ripoff 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is getting a chance to approve or turn 
down hefty pay raises for members of 
Congress and other government 
executives. One lawmaker says the 
raises would be “ a terrific ripoff of the 
American taxpayers.” 


It was Sen. Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., 
who used the term “ ripoff” for the 
congressional raises of close to 30 per 
cent. Allen paved the way for a pos­ 
sible vote on the raises at today’s 
session by tacking an amendment to a 
measure restructuring the Senate’s 
committee system. 
The Allen amendment would block 
pay raises scheduled not only for 
members of the House and Senate, but 
for high-level executive branch of­ 
ficials and federal judges. The raises 
were proposed by President Gerald R 
Ford in the last days of his ad­ 
ministration and subsequently were 
supported by President Carter. 
Majority I Header Robert C. Byrd, D- 
W.Va., indicated he probably would 
move to table Allen’s amendment, 
offered shortly before the Senate re­ 
cessed Tuesday night. 
Disapproval by either the Senate or 
the House would kill the raises, which 
are automatic unless action to stop 
them is taken by Feb. 20. 
Unless lawmakers block their own 
raises, their pay will increase to 
$57,500 a year, from the current 
$44,600. The speaker of the House, the 
vice president and the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court would have their 
salaries increased to $75, OOO from 
$65,500. 
Cabinet members would get a $3,000 
raise to $66,000. Associate Supreme 
Court justices would get raises from 
$63,000 to $72,000. 
Most lower federal court judges 
would have their pay raised from 
$42,500 to $54,500 and some 20,000 top­ 
level civil servants whose salaries 
have been frozen at $39,600 for several 
years would receive automatic hikes of 
up to $7,900. 
Allen said his amendment would 
save $124 million initially. But he 
called it “ a drop in the bucket” to 
eventual savings because higher top­ 
level pay scales would lead to raises
